REMARKS 

In the Office Action, the Examiner noted that claims 1-10, 12, 13 and 15-19 
are pending in the application. The Examiner further noted that claims 1 -9 and 1 5- 
19 are allowed, and that claims 10 and 12-13 are rejected. By this response, 
claims 10, 12 and 13 are cancelled to place this application In condition for 
allowance. All other claims are unamended by this response. 

In view of the amendments presented above, the Applicant respectfully 
submits that all of these claims are now in allowable form. 

Rejections 

A. 35 U.S. C. §103 

The Examiner rejected claims 10 and 13 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Zwahlen et al. (U.S. Patent 5,854,654, hereinafter "Zwahlen-) in 
view of Oka et al. (U.S. 2003/001 1 685 A1 , hereinafter "Oka"). 

In this response, the Applicant has requested that the Examiner cancel 
claims 10, 12 and 13 without prejudice. Having done so, the Applicant respectfully 
submits that the basis for the Examiner's rejection of the Applicant's application 
has been removed. As such, the Applicant respectfully requests that the 
Examiner's rejection of the Applicant's application be withdrawn and submits, as 
conceded by the Examiner, that all of the claims remaining in this application are 
now in allowable form. 



B. 35 U.S.C. §103 

The Examiner has rejected claim 12 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Zwahlen in view of Oka and further in view of Palmer (U.S. 
Patent No. 5,804,829). 

In this response, the Applicant has requested that the Examiner cancel 
claim 12 without prejudice. Having done so, the Applicant respectfully submits that 
the basis for the Examiner's rejection of the Applicant's application has been 
removed. As such, the Applicant respectfully requests that the Examiner's 
rejection of the Applicant's application be withdrawn and submits, as conceded by 
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the Examiner, that all of the claims remaining in this application are now in 
allowable form. 



Conclusion 

The Applicant would like to thank the Examiner for the indication of 
allowable subject matter. The Applicant agrees with the Examiner that claims 1-9 
and 15-19 are allowable over the cited prior art. 

Consequently, the Applicant believes that all these claims are presently in 
condition for allowance. Accordingly, both reconsideration of this application and 
its swift passage to issue are earnestly solicited.
